Today the number ^of 
unemployed in Germany is greater 
than ever. In Berlin there are at 
the pre.sent time 400,000 unemploy- 
ed, among whom, uufortunately, are 
many deaf-mutes. Moreover, in 
times of business depression, the 
latter are t'he first to be discharged 
by their employers and the last to 
be re-employed. Many have been 
out of work for many weeks, are 
without funds, and therefore must 
starve and die. The children of 
deaf-mute parents .suffer most, due 
to the fact that during the war they 
were greatly undernourished and 
still very much underfed. 

1, therefore, most urgently re- 
quest that American deaf-.mutes re- 
spond readily to this very impor- 
tant appeal, and that they kindly 
send their contributions to me, which 
will be di.Htributed indiscriminately 
among the needy and suffering 
mutes of Germany. 

The low rate of exchange of the 
German luark will make it possible 
to distribute a considerably large 
sum to the local poor. 

Trusting that this appeal will 
meet with a hearty response on the 
pari of American deaf-mutes, I re-

A bill was ri-cBtitly introdnced in 
the House of Ri'prcsentatlvpH at

laiwl in qupst.iou (xtrnpriscH 187 
ncres of lund lying in the Swariz 
Creek Valley, directly in rear of Ihe 
(iionnilH occupied l)y the school. 
The city owhn land to the extent of 
2C0 acres eawt and west of tlie 
MIchiKHn School for the Deaf 
properly, and propones to develop 
It into j)Hrks and [jlaygrounflH in 
Hceordanoe with tlie general layotil 
recommended by the city plan 
commishiun. With this in view 
Mio city officials are desirous of 
oblaiiung the 187 acres of land in 
question to create 11 continnonn 
[(iirkway between the ennt and wosl 
areas of land. In the plans, 
HpeciflcHiions aro also made for 
beautiful drives winding through- 
out ,lho entire length of the paik- 
way. In time this piece of land, 
under llio general supoi viHion of Ihe 
city experts, will be developed into 
one of the most at.trnctive and 
beautiful p«rkwayH in the State nnd 
will be o|ien Io llie public. How- 
ever, the 187 acres of laud will 
remain Stale properly, subject to 
restrictions. 

Supt. L. L Wright of the 
Michigan School for Hie Deaf is 
opposing the 1)111 for a number of 
leaHons, one of which is the scdiool 
needs all Ihe hind it has acquired 
for plH.VKiduiiils for the deaf chil- 
dren while attending hchool, as well 
as for gardening piirposos and 
paHlurage for its herd of llolsteins. 
Those Ilolsteins furnisti a large 
quantity of milk for the children 
Mr. Wright also^jonteni's that every 
cjire jind precanrioii nhould afforded 
the children agaiiiHt, fast automobile 
driving through the school grounds. 

A wave of fcconoiuy seems Io have 
swi'[»i ovr the State Sohtns at 
Lansing in ilie expundlture of Slate 
funds, and it is understood that 
tiills are To be inlrodiiceil eliminal 
ing all farms coniKcted with Ihe 
varioiiH State inatttutions throughout 
.Michigan. 

At a seHsioii of the Legisiaturi* 
held last week Ihe bill transferring 
the Michigan School loi the Deaf 
pioperty to the city of Flint was 
ani'Mided, so that the city seoureH 
the riglit to extend a boulevard 100 
feet across the pioporty to connect 
the two pieces of laud the city is 
providing for parks and play 
grouiKis In addition the bill pro 
vIdeM that later when the HChool 
deciilcM to Hell the farm land, the 
city HliftJ^l Hccure the bottom land 
along the tSreek for park purposes 

It ma> not be amisN for an 
explanation in this letter of how 
IliiH matter came about. The city 
of Flint has in the last few years 
grown phenomenally, liy leaps and 
bounds, by reason of which it has 
extended its limits in all direotions 
around it, and now embraces the 
entire 400 acres of land belonging 
to Ihe Micliigftn School for the Deaf 
No one of us living liflecn years 
airo enferlained even Ihe faintest 
idea' that the city would assnine 
such propoitions as it has, and did 
not see far enough ahead to obtain 
land for parks or playgroundH until 
a few years ago, when a city plan 
cominission wan created Io devise 11 
Hystom of boulevards and parks and 
to suggest ways and moans of 
beautifying' Iho city. Dr. F. I) 
Clarke was one of the membeiH 
olPCte<l to serve cm the commiKsion, 
;ind lie workcci most fi88idu(»usly on 
the plan until hisdeath. The plan, 
however, v\as not finally accepted 
nnlil long afterwards.

Missing from her home since 9.30 
o'clock Satnrday morning. Miss 
Anna Waykoska, of 432 Bond Street, 
an 18 year old deaf-mute, was found 
sinking in Hie mire at the edge of 
tlie Elizalietli River, beneath the 
Spencer Street Bridge, by John ami 
Josepli Kankiera, of 537 Spencer 
Street, about 10 o'clock Saturday 
night. The men were on their way 
home, and as they were about to 
cross the bridge they hear-d the 
sound of water splashing along the 
shore. On investigating they found 
the girl, nenrly overcome, trying 
frantically to attract their attention. 
As the men pulled her out she 
swooned. They carried her to their 
home in Spencer Street, where she 
was cared for by the women of the 
family until police from headquar 
lets, notified of the case, reached 
the house. They took her 10 the 
Bond Street Home. She is reported 
to-day as still suffering from the 
effects of shock iwnl exposure. 

Just how the girl got into the river 
and how long she was there cannot 
be learned as she was unable to give 
the In'ormation. It is believed that 
she may have temporarily lost her 
reason after a day of wamleriiig, 
and walked down the river bank 
some time after nightfall, becoming 
caught in the mud l)efoi-e she real 
ized where she was going. 

The Kankiera brothers said to-day 
that on hearing the splashing coming 
from the water utuler the bridge 
they peered over tlie side of the 
span, but as i' was very dark they 
couhi see noMiing. As they w.>re 
about to continue on their way, they 
a^ain heard the same sounds and 
decided to investigate. 

I^urrying down tli^ bauk to the 
river, they heard a moan and going 
in the direction from wliicli it came 
they saw the girl, emerged waist 
deep in the water atiil sinking in the 
mu<l. She had her arms out 
stretched in an effort to save here 
self from sinking' further. After 
consideralile difficulty, they sue 
oeoded in extiicaling liei arid then 
look" her to their home, where she 
was given dry clothing. They no- 
tified the police and. Sergeant 
Kirkruau sent Patrolman S. Schuyl- 
er Faliey to the scene. The officers 
took the girl to her home, ending 
for her parents' hours of anxiety 
as to the whereabouts of their 
daughter. f

the girl left her home about 6:30 
o'clock Saturday luotning. When 
she had not returned by 9 o'clock 
that night, they uotifled the police

Stoiis, who was a professor in 
Gallaudet when Dr Patterson first 
came there, soon after resigned Ire- 
cause of poor health. Yale and Ilarv 
ard College each had a representative 
on the Faculty. Dr. Gallaudet had 
a reason for going to New York to 
select a successor to Dr. Stotrs, and 
the man he chose was Dr. Fay. 
Dr. Patterson described his appear- 
ance at that trrue. A young man 
of about 22 years of age, average 
height, long, dark hair incliaed to 
lie wavy, fine complexion, of quiet 
mien and not given to much talk, 
aud always neatly dressed. Dr 
Patterson spoke of hischaracterstics 
and lii^ manner of teaching, his 
gentle demeanor. He said never 
once did he show his displeasure 
when a student failed to reach the 
requirements in his work, and when 
the former got ^tuck on a knotty 
problem, ho was t\)ld where the 
solution was to tre found, but not 
assisted in unraveling it. In this 
way the student was taught self 
dependence. 

Mr. McGregor, in his talk, said 
his subject was a rather hard one, 
for the college had not yet reached 
that statie in its existence to have 
a " Hall of Fame" worthy of its 
name.

"In the sign lauguage, which the 
professor used to teach, he explain 
ed that he could make the skull talk. 
" I didn't believe him. How- 
could I. The jaws of the skull did 
not move when he said it was speak- 
ing 

"The idea of a man maintaining 
that he could get speech out of a 
mere skeleton after admitting that 
he couldn't make a deaf-mute utter 
a vocal sound seemed to me incon- 
sistent and ridiculous. 

"80 I didn't buy the stock that he 
offered to me at a few cents a share 
and which would' have made me 
rich. 

"But yon don't have to be a deaf 
mute to bo a 'dummy,' " said Geo. 
A. Holmes, as we sat in the par- 
lor of his snug flat at 347 Trapelo 
road, Waverley, the other afternoon. 
"There were thonsaruls possessed of 
all their faculties who scoffed at 
Professor Alexander Graham Bell 
when he told them he could put a 
voice in a hollow skull, but he did 
il." 

I'll tell you of the strange 
incident as it was told to me, but 
flrst meet Mr. Holmes, no relation 
10 " Sherlock," but himself an 
interesting character. 

"Do you miss your^ork?" I ask- 
ed, thinking that he must have 
grown tired of the same routine day 
after day for so many years. 

"Yes, I miss it greatly," was the 
surprising reply. "I quit under 
protest. I was good for several 
more years. 1 don't feel old." 

"How have you managed to grow 
old so gracefully?" I asked, ex 
peeling to hear him tell of years of 
regular habits and careful dieting. 
Again his reply was a surprise 
"I've always thought of having a 
good time, of getting all the fun 
that it's posaitrle to get out of life 
Going to bed wlien the clock strikes 
nine every night never appealed to 
me. Even now I frequently stay up 
until midnight or after. 

"I eat anything that ta^'tes gootl 
and I tike to smoke a good cigar or 
pilMj. People who say a man must 
go to bed at the same hour every 
night, eat a certain diet aud refrain 
from smoking in order to live 
happily to a ripe old age, make me 
laugh. Don't worry. That's the 
best rule to follow." 

His grimace, the vigorous move- 
ments of his hands as he emphasie 
ed his reply, gave me a hint of what 
was coming. 

" I hate to think of it. The law 
is t.00 drastic to suit me. Manufac- 
ture of light wiues aud beer for 
beverage purposes should be 
permitted.

so fipeodily in talking the sign lan- 
guage. But he was too old to learn 
new tricks. His fingers had the 
cunning of the penman, but not the 
agility necessary to manipnlate the 
keys of a typewriter. So Registrar 
of Deeds William T. A. PitKgerald 
consented to let him continue his 
copying in the flowing longhand of 
days gone by. 

Imagine a spry little old man, 
wearing a linen coat, brown 
sneakers on his feet, his balr white 
as his shirt collar, the twinkle of 
his eyes revealing a merry mood, 
and not a deep seam of care on his 
guileless face despite his 84 years, 
and you have a picture of Mr. 
Holmes as he smiled a welcome to 
me and indicated a comfortable, 
empty chair with a wave of his 
hand. 

For some minutes I wrote ques- 
tions on a pad of paper and he an- 
swered them in beautiful handwrit- 
ing, but It was a slow process of 
interviewing and I was glad when 
his charming daughter, Mrs. George 
Bartiett, came to my assistance. 

An expert at digit caligraphy, she 
put my questions to her father fast 
as they were framed, and interpret- 
ed his answers as they came back to 
us across a small table, so readily 
that I soon imagined myself really 
chatting with this fine old gentle- 
man, through whose lips no word 
has ever passed. 

"How do you like the modern 
styles in women's dress, the short 
skirts, for instance?" I asked. 

" They are all right, much more 
sensible than the hobbled, that used 
to make them walk with little minc- 
ing steps," was the reply. 

"Didn'i the sight of so many 
people coming into the registry of 
deeds office keep yon constantly 
reminded of your affliction and 
often depress yons spirits?"! asked. 

"On the oou.rary, I used to enjoy 
studying the various types and got 
acquainted with many distinguish- 
ed lawyers. They were all very 
kind to me." 

"My father knew Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell very intimately," said 
Mrs. Bartiett. 

"Ask him if he recalls any strik- 
ing incident of his acquaintance 
wiih Professor Bell," I said. 

"Here is something really interest- 



ing," said Mrs Bartiett, as she be- 
gan a recital of what her father had 
put into words with his fingers. 

I knew Professor Bell quite well 
when he was making his first ex- 
periments iu the old ramshackle 
building Ht 109 Court strMt, Boston. 

"One night we had dinner to- 
gether: and later Professor Bell took 
me to his workshop. In the centre 
of the room was a small table and 
on it was a human skull. 

*' There were some wires attached 
to a metal disc in one of the ear 
socki't, and i>ointing to the odd con- 
trivance, the inventor explained to 
me in the sign language that it could 
talk." 

" You say that you can make that 
empty skull, that has neither tongue 
nor lips, talk, but you can't make a 
deaf-mute speak." That seems 
absure. 

" Telephone stock was ihen sell- 
ing at a few cents a share, and sev- 
eral times Professor Bell urged me 
to invest in it. Had I taken his 
advice I might now be worth a mil- 
lion. 

Instead, I'm drawing a pension of 
$480 a year after working at 64 
years on one Job. — Boston Fosl,
